IN THE SPECIFICATION 

Kindly Replace the Paragraph Beginning on Page 10, Line 1 with the Following : 

More specifically, and with reference to FIG. 3, greater details with respect to the 
video display 2 can be explored. In the preferred embodiment, the display 2 features a 
plurality of randomly-numbered positions 20 in a row and column (RXC) matrix 21, 
Numbers for play appear in box 22 and are randomly generated by random number 
generator G for play on the matrix 21. Preferably, the matrix defines a 5 X 5 array, 
correlative of BINGO, and above row one depicts the letters ''BINGO", defining, with 
positions 20 an alpha numeric display. The display could also be three dimensional (3D) 
(FIG. 4).
